rupt wat adjudicated in Ootcber, 1889, and 
the first ‘meeting was in November, when 
it was.proposed. on behalf. of the creditors 
that some one should be appointed to make 
up the accounts. Mr.Michael was accord- 
ingly appointed and he was occupied in the 
matter from November or Decumber 1889 
to August 1890. He madea report, dated 
2th August, 1890, in which he atuted that 
it took him eight months to make up the 
accounts, He was appointed nominally to 
assist the bankrupt, but he gave him no as- 
sistance. On the contrary he made up tho 
accounts ina way which tho bankrupt did 
not think proper, or at all events in a way 
diffrent to that in which the bankrupt 
himself would have mado thom up, After 


that the bankrupt should be allowed to 
make up the accounts in his own way, and 
a gentleman named da Silva was appointed 
to assist him. The documents were not
